The 1945 Tibetan mission which 
went to New Delhi to negotiate with 
the British Government,. brought 
gifts for the American President und 
in the normal course of diplomatic 
procedure thls calls for reciproca- 
tion. :

The American 
mission would have to struggle over 
narrow mountain caravan routes in 
the uge-old) manner across. . the 
windy, snow-swept passes of the 
world’s highest mountains. : 

The sending of .such a mission 
would raise delicate diplamatic 
issues because Tibet Is nominally a 
province of China, although since the 
1912 overthrow of the Manchu 
dynasty, Chinese authority has been 
purely nominal. % 


British Trade Treaty 


- Britain has for years dealt direct- 
ly with the Tibetan authoritics, 
maintaining the’ fine distinction that 
Tibet is under Chinese “suzcruinty” 
but not under Chinese “soverelgnty.” 
As. result, Britain has a treaty 
with the Tibetan Government pro- 
viding for maintenance of an Indo- 
Tibetan trade route and a small 
British garrison at a point along the 
route. ‘ 

America's first and only oMciai re- 
lations with Tibet took place during 
the war when two OSS officers were 
sent Into Tibet to explore the pos- 
sibility of sending supplies from 
India to beleaguered Chinn across 
the Himalayas. It, was hoped -that 
this flow of goods could supplement 
the dangerous and expensive Hump 
nir route, but the oflicers reported 
that the long,’ precurlous journey. 
with supplics borne on the backs of 
coolies in the face of Tibetan hos- 
-tility,-was-not-practical——- 

Many private traders, however, 
braved the risks and discomforts tu 
bring, goods from Indin to China to 
sell in the Jush black markets of 
import-starved, wartime China. 


U.S, Misston, to Nepal

of American diplomacy to one of the 
world’s remotest and least-lknown

Inverness-shire over the ques- 
tion . of requisitioning empty 
houses for the housing’ of 
families who have no adequate 
accommodation ~.  - 


Of course, averyone agrees 
with the “principle” of re- 
quisitioning these empty houses 
but now that many large 
country houses and shooting 
lodges, which are unoccupied 
except for two or three months 
in the summer, are threatened 
the owners are ralsing a fierce 
outcry, 


In the Badenoch district of Inver- 
ness-shire there are about 150 fami- 
Hesin need of homes, many of them 
families of ex-Servicemen—yet, al- 
though the County Housing OMeer 
submitted a Ist of about 40 houses 
in the Badenoch district which he 
considered suitable for requisition- 
Ing, only 18 were taken over, Pro- 
prictors, some of them members of 
the County Councll, protest that they 
are threatened with confiscation: of 
thelr property. 


Delaying Ruse 


They contend thnt they ought to 
be consulted Jn the first place and 
that the matter can very well be 
decided by the County Council—in 
which the Jand-owning interests are 
in the majority—and that there is 
no need to appronch the Secretary 
of State for Scotland on the matter. 
They want further inqulrles ‘to be 
made locally and they want full de- 
fails as to the cost of converting the 
properties in question into sultaole 
dwellings for the people. 


The leader of the requisitioning 
movement, Capt Desmond Thomeon, 
argues that this is merely a ruse to 
delay the whole matter until such 
time as the countty houses and 
shooting lodges would be occupied 
in the usual way—for a month or 
Wo. ‘ 


One titled lady accused Cant 
Thomson of being a snooper but 
Captain Thomsen contends that he 
is merely doing his duty. There 
is no objection, he points out, to the 
owners of large empty houses put- 
ting in any tenants they please—so 
long os they do put in fenants. If 
they do not, then the houses ought 
to be requisitioned.

When Mr Zaure Costante, a Forres 
shopkeeper, left the Highlands in 
1940. to return to his native Italy 
the townsfolk: wondered, and when 
he returned to resume his business

The answer to this question is to 
be “found in a certificate which Mr 
Costunte carries about in his pocket. 
It reads: “This certifleate is awarded 
to Zaure Costante as a token of 
Rratitude for and appneclation of 
the help given to the Sallors, Soldiers 
and Airmen of the British Common- 
wenlth of Nations, which enabled 
them to escape from. or evade 
capturé by the enemy”. The cer- 
tifcate Is signed. “H. R. Alexander, 
Field Marshal, Supreme Allied Com- 
mander, Theatre”, 


Mr. Costlante returned to Italy in 
1940 on his doctor’s advice and 
when Italy entered the war he was 
unsble to return to Scotland. He 
was subjected to close supervision 
by. the Fascists who regarded him 
with suspicion, and even his 
Wireless set was commandeered. 


Fifty miles from where he lived 
was a prisoner of war 
occupied muinly by Britis: per 
sonnel, and {: was from this camp 
that Mr. Costante ond ai few 
friends assisted many of our men 
to eseapt.. Hid he been caught not 
only he but also hls wife “and 
family would have swlered the 
usual fate. 


But fcr a casual remark to a 
friend about this certificute, which 
he has just ‘received, the Forres 
people migat stil be wondering 
what he was.doing in Italy during 
the War years. . :

COLOGNE 


Ten years should be long 
enough to clear the rubble from 
Cologne, ,the first city to bo 
rocked by a 1,000-plane air raid. 
When the rubble has been 
cleared, the skeleton walls of 
gutted buildings must come 
down. Then the real job of. re- 
building can begin. 


Cologne is as spectacular a ruin as 
any of the 50 first cilles of Germany. 
It is rhore spectacular than most, In 
addition to damage from many air 
raids, the cily suffered from heavy 
ground fighting in the outskirts, 


The result was the almost complcte 
wreckage of the Inner clty—the area 
inside the semi-circular “ring road" 
which sturts and ends. on the cast 
bank of the . Rhine. Scarcely a 
bullding—from, the famous Cathedral 
to the tiny houses in the arrow 
alleys—¢scnped serious damage, says 
United Press. . 


In the city as a whole, 80 per ceny 
of the buildings were damaged, Be- 
fore the war, Cologne - had a large 
tourist trade. To accommodate visi- 
lors, it had 7,000 hotel rooms. Onlv 
100 are left. The lorgest hotel has 
18 rooms intact. : 


Reduction of Population 


-Cologne’s prewar population of 
762,000 shrank to 40,000 at the time 
ef the city’s fall, but has now riscn 
to 520.000. The housing problem is 
prodigious. It Js aggravated by lack
